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Father pleads 
guilty in the 
Baby M case 


Emaciated twins. No 

reasons given for the 
children's treatment, 
though man admits he 
knew of their suffering 


The two-year-old twin girls 
were the size of six-month-old 
babies. 

When paramedics were 
called to the Edmonton town- 
house in 2012, court heard, 
they were looking for a sick 
toddler and became confused 
when they could only find two 
wee ones bundled into infant 
car seats. 

Then they looked more 
closely: Skin was hanging 
loose on their pale little bod¬ 
ies, their ribs stuck out from 
their chests and they were 


covered in scabs and bruises. 

One of them, known in 
court only as M, wasn’t breath¬ 
ing. After months on life sup¬ 
port in hospital and a fierce 
court battle, doctors took her 
off the machines and she died. 

On Tuesday, her father 
pleaded guilty to manslaugh¬ 
ter for his role in M’s death. 
The man also pleaded guilty 
to aggravated assault of the 
surviving twin and failing to 
provide the necessities of life. 

The 36-year-old mumbled 
his pleas then sat with his 
arms crossed. 

The Crown and defence 
have not yet settled on a rec¬ 
ommended sentence. 

The girls’ mother still faces 
several charges, including 
second-degree murder. She’s 
pleaded not guilty, and court 
heard her husband’s admis¬ 


sions do not apply to her culp¬ 
ability. 

The surviving girl, as well 
as a healthy older brother, 
were placed in foster care 
after their parents were ar¬ 
rested nearly two years ago. 

The father admitted that 
while he didn’t physically 
hurt the twins, he knew they 
were suffering. 

He “continued to leave 
the twins unprotected in an 
abusive unsafe environment 
wherein the twins continued 
to be physically abused and 
deprived of the necessaries of 
life,” one document reads. 

There were no reasons 
given in court Tuesday as to 
why the twins were treated in 
such a way. More details are 
expected at the father’s sen¬ 
tencing hearing.

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7-6 vote. 

Scona 
speed limit 
stays put 

In a divided vote, city council¬ 
lors put the brakes on a move 
to increase the speed limit on 
Scona Road Tuesday. 

Councillors voted 7-6 
against a proposal to raise 
the limit on the section from 
Saskatchewan Drive to the 
Low Level Bridge, which Coun. 
Biyan Anderson advocated. 

Anderson told councillors 
that the speed limit was too 
low and that it made it difficult 
for him to defend photo radar 
to constituents. 

“When they bring up Scona 
Road and the inappropriate 
speed limit I am tongue-tied,” 
he said. “The citizen wins the 
argument about it being a cash 
grab.” 

The city’s transportation 
department has admitted 
recent construction changes 
have made it safe to raise 
the limit to 60 km/h, but the 
community living south of Sas¬ 
katchewan Drive, where the 
road turns into 99 Street, are 
worried people will continue at 
that speed into their neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

Mayor Don Iveson, who 
voted against the motion, 
said this one piece of road 
shouldn’t be seen as part of the 
broader debate about photo 
radar, traffic safety and speed 
limits. 

“This thing has just been 
blown way out of proportion,” 
he said. 

Iveson said the councillors 
who wanted the higher limit 
were simply hoping people 
would slow down before going 
through the neighbourhood. 

“That’s a huge assump¬ 
tion that the argument for 
changing the speed limit rests 
on. One that I am not prepared 
to make today,” he said.

Play on. Big demand for 
weather-resistant turf

Rain delays could be a thing of 
the past as the city looks to add 
more fake turf to local sporting 
facilities. 

As city planners work to de¬ 
velop a new artificial turf strat¬ 
egy, project co-ordinator Gerald 
Chung said there has been a 
huge demand from local sport¬ 
ing teams for more artificial 
turf facilities. 

“We see a desire to use arti¬ 
ficial turf because it’s a consist¬ 
ent surface that’s non weather- 


dependent,” he said. 

Chung estimates that a regu¬ 
lar grass field can only have 250 
hours of use a year in order to 
maintain playing quality, while 
artificial turf could see upwards 
of 2,000 hours. 

“They’re not maintenance- 
free, but you’re not watering 
them, mowing them, using 
pesticides on them,” Chung 
said. 

One of the parks being con¬ 
sidered under the District Park 
Renewal Plan for new turf is 
Londonderry. 

Plans for the 18-hectare 
park near 66 Street and 144 
Avenue between M.E. LaZerte 
High School and Londonderry 
Junior High could include re¬ 
moving a ball diamond and 
adding new artificial turf and a

larger parking lot. 

Mario Charpentier, 

president of the Edmonton 
Minor Soccer Association, said 
artificial turf would be a wel¬ 
come addition to soccer fields 
throughout the city. 

“With the weather we have 
in Edmonton, artificial turf 
could be a solution,” he said. 


Since Edmonton fields are 
constantly used between youth 
and adult leagues, Charpentier 
said the association has seen a 
lot of wear and tear on the nat¬ 
ural turf. 

“With artificial turf, you 
don’t have that problem,” he 
added. “You can play one game 
after the other and not wreck 
the field.” 

While some research sug¬ 
gests artificial turf could lead 
to increased risk of non-contact 
injuries, Chung said the city ad¬ 
heres to a certain certification 
to ensure proper shock absorp¬ 
tion for players. 

While the city could not 
confirm the cost benefit of in¬ 
stalling artificial turf, Chung 
said he expected a thorough 
breakdown this summer.

AHS officially declares measles outbreak 


After several weeks of iso¬ 
lated measles cases, Alberta 
Health Services is officially 
declaring an outbreak of the 
disease in the Calgary, Ed¬ 
monton and Central Alberta 
zones. 

The outbreak means AHS 
will now be offering an addi¬ 


tional dose of the measles 
vaccine to children between 
six and 12 months old. Chil¬ 
dren ordinarily get two doses 
of the vaccine, with the first 
shot after they turn one year 
old and the second happen¬ 
ing sometime between the 
ages of four and six. 


In addition to offering the 
additional early vaccine, AHS 
is also advising parents to get 
their child’s second regular 
vaccination as soon as pos¬ 
sible if they are attending 
schools or daycare centres. 

Vaccines are available 
through public health cen¬ 


tres and AHS spokesperson 
Tahneen Luedee, said they’re 
working on expanded clinic 
hours and other possibilities. 

“We‘re increasing cap¬ 
acity at the moment, but 
what that looks like we’ll 
have to see in the coming 
days,” she said. 


Luedee said it would de¬ 
pend on the amount of de¬ 
mand from the public, as 
well as the resources AHS 
can muster. 

AHS is also encouraging 
adults to make sure they re¬ 
ceived both of their vaccines 
as children. 


The province has seen 
a host of measles cases in 
Alberta over the last few 
weeks with cases emerging 
in schools in Calgary and Red 
Deer as well as exposures in 
malls, medical clinics and 
the Edmonton International

Tween Liam Wagner saved up 
for six months and was anx¬ 
iously counting down the days 
until he could take a spin on his 
new $600 BMX. 

But when he opened the gar¬ 
age door to test-drive his new 
yellow ride near his family’s 
Griesbach home on Monday, he 
was shocked to find his new toy 
gone. 

“I was annoyed, upset. I 
don’t know why someone 
would do it,” he said. 

Liam’s mother said the cir¬ 
cumstances around the bike 


theft are unknown since her 
12-year-old son’s bike was in¬ 
side a locked, detached garage 
surrounded by an enclosed 
yard. 

“It’s just unfortunate. It’s 
one thing to steal a bike but it’s 
another to steal a bike from a 
kid,” said Tara Wagner. 

The Wagners are not alone. 

Kate Redfem, who lives in 
the west end, had her $1,200 
bicycle stolen from a locked 
parlcade, despite it also being 
chained to security bars. Red¬ 
fem said two other bikes along 
with some bottles and cans 
were allegedly also stolen from 
the parlcade. 

“It really makes me feel sus¬ 
picious and paranoid because it 
happened in a locked garage,” 
she said. 

On April 22, Edmonton Bi¬ 
cycle Commuters’ Society staff 
posted on their Faceboolc page 


that they had heard of “too 
many” bike thefts happening 
in the Old Strathcona or “cam¬ 
pus” area over the last few 
weeks. 

Edmonton police spokes¬ 
person Scott Pattison said there 
has been only one police report 
filed for a stolen bike at south- 
side divisions in the last week. 

According to Pattison, po¬ 
lice will be holding an aware¬ 
ness event on May 8 to remind 
people to lock up their bicycles.

Edmonton police have con¬ 
firmed Saturday’s fatal shoot¬ 
ing as a homicide, following 
an autopsy on the 38-year-old 
victim Monday afternoon.

Health of former Morsi

A Canadian woman is plead¬ 
ing for federal help to con¬ 
vince Egypt to release her 
husband from captivity in a 
Cairo jail. 

Sarah Attia says the health 
of her husband, Khaled Al- 
Qazzaz, is deteriorating. 

Attia says she’s grow¬ 
ing more worried about his 
fate after word this week 
that more than 680 people 
with ties to ousted president 
Mohammed Morsi were add¬ 
ed to a list of those facing 
death sentences. 

Al-Qazzaz is a former aide 
to Morsi and a Canadian 
permanent resident. 

He was arrested along 
with Morsi and eight other 
presidential aides early in 
July of last year when the 
Egyptian military removed

Attia, who was born in 
Canada, was scheduled to 
meet Tuesday with Missis¬ 
sauga MP Stella Ambler. 

Attia and Al-Qazzaz have 
four children ranging in age 
from one-and-a-half to eight 
years old. The two met while 
studying at the University of 
Toronto and moved to Egypt 


in 2005 to launch an educa¬ 
tional project. 

Al-Qazzaz campaigned 
for Morsi following the 2011 
Egyptian uprising and was 
later appointed the former 
president’s secretary on for¬ 
eign relations. 

“There is an increased 
concern that, any moment 
now, Khaled may witness 
trumped-up charges and, like 
others, face a death sentence 
as well,” Attia told an Ottawa 
news conference. 

She said she’s aware that 
Foreign Affairs Minister John 
Baird recently raised Al- 
Qazzaz’s case with the new 
Egyptian regime, but has no 
details of the discussions. 

Two weeks ago Attia said 
she was planning to return to 
Cairo after raising awareness 
about her husband’s plight. 

But now she fears that she, 
too, could be arrested if she 
goes back, because media re¬ 
ports in Cairo have suggested 
she is paying reporters in 
Canada to promote sympathy 
for her case, the Canadian press

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Insurgents raise tensions in Ukraine 



A key move. 

Protesters demanding 
regional authority 
seize government 
building in Luhansk 


Protesters demanding more 
power for Ukraine’s regions 
stormed the government build¬ 
ing in Luhansk with baseball 
bats Tuesday, seizing control 
of a key site in one of the lar¬ 
gest cities in Ukraine’s troubled 
east. 

The move further raises 
tensions in the east, where in¬ 
surgents have seized city halls, 
police stations and other gov¬ 
ernment buildings in at least 10 
cities and towns. 

The demonstrators who 
overran the building are seek¬ 
ing — at the veiy least — a ref¬ 
erendum on granting greater 
authority to Ukraine’s regions. 

Eastern Ukraine, which 
has a large Russian-speaking 
population, was the heartland 
of support for Viktor Yanuko¬ 
vych, the president who fled to 
Russia in Februaiy. The govern¬ 
ment that replaced him in Kyiv 


has resisted those demands so 
far, fearing they could lead to 
a breakup of the countiy or 
mean that more regions — like 
Crimea — are annexed by Rus¬ 
sia. 

The storming came as 
1,000 demonstrators gath¬ 


ered in front of the build¬ 
ing. About 150 people, some 
masked and wielding base¬ 
ball bats, broke out of the 
crowd and charged into the 
building, meeting with no 
resistance. Later protesters 
formed a corridor for police 


who had been inside the 
building to leave. 

In Kyiv, Ukraine’s parlia¬ 
ment on Tuesday discussed 
the possibility of holding 
a national referendum on 
whether the countiy should 
remain united or become a 


loose federation that allows 
the regions more powers. 
However, nothing close to a 
consensus was reached. 

Ukraine is already holding 
a new presidential election 
on May 25.

Canadian gov’t 
hires new 
agencies to 
organize election 
observers 


The Harper government 
has hired two agencies with 
relatively little experience 
in elections monitoring 
to organize hundreds of 
Canadian observers for next 
month’s Ukrainian election. 
The government has hired 
the Forum of Federations 
and CUSO International 
to replace its longtime 
Ukraine election partner, 
the non-governmental 
organization Canadem. 
Veteran election observers, 
as well as Canadem, were 
caught off-guard by the an¬ 
nouncement last week. 

The project will see 338 
bilateral, short-term Can¬ 
adian observers sent to the 
May 25 vote in Ukraine.

Commander outs Russian 
involvement on TV show

When shadowy commander 
Igor Strelkov appeared before 
the cameras recently, he did 
more than reveal the face of 
the insurgency rocking eastern 
Ukraine. He strengthened the 
case that Russia is behind the 
turmoil. 

The commander did not 
address Ukraine and European 
Union assertions that he is a 
Russian intelligence officer. 

But he told journalists 
that he and his men entered 
Ukraine from Crimea, which 
Russia annexed in March after 
an insurgency that Russian 
President Vladimir Putin now 
admits involved Russian troops. 

Strelkov’s assertion that 
many of the insurgents are not 
locals undermines rebel claims 
that the insurgency is a spon¬ 
taneous uprising, rather than a 
co-ordinated operation backed 
by outside forces. 

“The militia is of course 
strongly sprinkled with volun¬ 
teers from other regions,” Strel¬ 
kov said in a taped interview 
with Russian tabloid Komso- 
molslcaya Pravda. He estimated 
that a third of the fighters are 
not Ukrainian. 

He backtracked Tuesday in 
an interview with Russian TV, 
claiming 90 per cent of the mil¬ 


itiamen were Ukrainian. 

The EU on Tuesday included 
Strelkov among 15 new people 
targeted by sanctions. EU docu¬ 
ments identify him as a mem¬ 
ber of the Russian militaiy 
intelligence agency GRU, as do 
Ukrainian authorities. 

The commander himself 
was ciyptic about his origins in 
the weekend interview. 

In Moscow, a flurry of 
drama surrounded Strelkov’s 
emergence, as camera crews 
swarmed around an apartment 


building that Ukrainian TV re¬ 
ported was home to his mother. 
Neighbours told The Associated 
Press that a “fancy black car” 
had turned up Tuesday mor¬ 
ning to whisk the woman away. 

Equally murky are the ori¬ 
gins of Strelkov’s insurgents, 
their operations and their 
weapons. They have proven 
themselves to be ruthless and 
effective, running their cam¬ 
paign with unerring foreknow¬ 
ledge of Ukrainian security

New York City carriage driver 
Frank Luo branded the wrong 
hoof identification number on 
an aging horse named Ceasar, 
who was supposed to be rest¬ 
ing on a Pennsylvania farm, so 
he could work under a licence 
issued to a 12-year-old horse 
named Carsen, city health offi¬ 
cials said last month. 

In the written order, of¬ 
ficials said a city vet noticed 
in late January that the horse 
had Carsen’s ID number on its 
hoof, but its “physical charac¬ 
teristics and medical condition 
was that of the older horse.” 
Ceasar had a mild, chronic 
condition called “heaves,” 
which is similar to asthma, city 


officials said. 

Luo told The Associated 
Press on Friday that the vet 
simply got it wrong. “I did not 
switch the horses. It’s just veiy 
confusing because they look 
alike,” he said. 

Initially, Luo submitted 
paperwork intended to prove 
that the horse really was Car- 
sen, including a handwritten 
note from a Pennsylvania farm¬ 
er who said Ceasar had been on 
his farm for months. The city 
asked for more proof, including 
a veterinarian’s evaluation. 

Five days later, Luo’s 
lawyer informed the depart¬ 
ment that he couldn’t afford 
to have the horse sitting 
idle and had shipped him to 
Pennsylvania and sold him. 

The sale effectively ended 
the investigation by the De¬ 
partment of Health and Men¬ 
tal Hygiene, which monitors 
the horses’ health. But the 
Department of Consumer 
Affairs, which regulates the 
drivers, is still investigating.

Why go to Mars? 

Futurists say the better question is: Why not?

Peering into the coming dec¬ 
ades, Glen Hiemstra has little 
doubt that humans will one 
day walk on Mars. 

“It’s a question of inevit¬ 
ability more than a question 
of feasibility,” the Seattle-based 
author, consultant and founder 
ofFuturist.com told Metro. “We 
will eventually go there.” 

While Hiemstra described 
the goal of the Mars One pro¬ 
ject to land settlers on the Red 
Planet in 2025 as “veiy ambi¬ 
tious,” he also believes the 
timeline isn’t all that far off. 

“In my opinion, optimis¬ 
tically, it’s the 2030s, not the 
2020s,” he said. “Realistically, 
it’s probably the 2040s, 2050s 
before we’ve really assembled 
eveiything that we need.” 

Len Rosen, the Toronto- 
based author of 21st Centuiy 
Tech Blog, foresees a similar 
timeframe for humanity’s first 
footprints on Martian soil. 

“The most optimistic people 
think in the 2030s — some¬ 
where in that decade,” said the 
65-year-old Rosen. “I’m hoping 
I’ll be alive to see it.” 

Questions of how aside, 
both Rosen and Hiemstra had 
similar answers when asked 


the bigger question: Why 
should we go to Mars? 

Neither thought it likely 
that, in the immediate future 
at least, humans would need 
another planet to escape some 
calamity on Earth. Rather, they 
said, it’s more a matter of satis¬ 
fying our natural desire to ex¬ 
plore. 

“Curiosity is a huge part of 
our human nature,” Rosen said. 
“Why do you climb a mountain 
to the top? You’re not doing it 
because you feel you need to 
find something at the top of 
the mountain, other than the 
satisfaction.” 

Hiemstra said there is a cer¬ 
tain “lifeboat aspect to settling 
somewhere else,” adding that 
humanity will need another 
planet at some point in the 
distant, distant future, but for 
now that’s not the main driver 
to send people to Mars. 

“I think it’s really driven 
more by the exploratoiy im¬ 
pulse,” he said. 

That impulse has been 
behind many past human 
achievements, Rosen noted. 

“What drove us to learn 
how to build aircraft?” he said. 
“At the time I don’t think any¬ 
body thought we needed to do 
it, but we did it. And now, what 
would be our world without air 
transport?” 



Spacecraft propulsion 


Faster and faster. The 

roughly seven-month trip to 
Mars is seen as one of the 
major challenges in sending 
people to the Red Planet. 

Such a long journey will 
take a toll on astronauts, 
both in terms of exposure 
to high levels of space 
radiation and the long-term 
effects of microgravity 
on the human body. But 
scientists are researching 
all sorts of different ways 
to speed up spacecraft and 
cut down on the travel 
time. Here are some of the 
propulsion methods being 
considered: 


Liquid-fuelled 

rockets 

This is the type of propul¬ 
sion that has been sending 
rockets off of the Earth’s 
surface since the 1950s. 

It remains the most feas¬ 
ible and readily available 
method of powering 
spacecraft, although the 
challenge for interplanet- 
aiy travel (rather than 
just putting craft in orbit) 
is that it requires both 
fuel and oxygen — and 
that can become burden¬ 
some to carry, as oxygen 
accounts for most of the 
mass in typical propellant 
combinations.

This approach to propulsion 
uses electric forces to hurl 
tiny charged particles at 
high speeds. Many satellites 
already use this technol¬ 
ogy to help stabilize their 
orbits. These thrusters have 
been eyed for extremely 
long-distance space travel, 
as they can provide small 
but continuous acceleration 
for months, even years. But 
a former NASA astronaut 
is working on a “Variable 
Specific Impulse Magneto¬ 
plasma Rocket” (VASIMR) 
he believes could one day 
reach Mars in just 40 days. 


Nudear fission 

Splitting atoms to derive 
energy is an attractive 
option because a tiny 
amount of nuclear fuel 
can deliver an enormous 
amount of propulsion. 
The main challenge lies 
in safely controlling the 
fission reaction, as you 
don’t want a meltdown 
in space. Nevertheless, 
NASA is working on a 
“Fission Fragment Rocket 
Engine” that it believes 
could provide “signifi¬ 
cant thrust” using “small 
amounts of readily avail¬ 
able, energy dense, long 
lasting fuel.” 



Nudear fusion 


This process involves 
the smashing of atoms 
together rather than 
splitting them apart, but 
it is similarly attractive 
because it harnesses 
massive amounts of 
energy from small 
amounts of fuel. A 
deuterium-tritium fuel 
pellet the size of a grain 
of sand could deliver as 
much propulsion as a 
gallon of liquid rocket 
fuel from a “Fusion 
Drive Rocket” under 
development by NASA 
and the University of 
Washington. 


Antimatterengine 


Anti matter engines are 
largely the stuff of science 
fiction, but the NASA 
Institute for Advanced 
Concepts is funding a team 
of researchers who are 
looking into the possibility 
of such technology. The 
idea is to collide matter 
with antimatter, resulting 
in a complete annihila¬ 
tion of mass, all of which 
is converted to energy. As 
NASA writes on its website: 
“While tons of chemical 
fuel are needed to propel 
a human mission to Mars, 
just tens of milligrams of 
antimatter will do.”

Success rate climbing 
with successive missions 


Historically, more missions 
to Mars have failed than 
succeeded, but the success 
rate is climbing as technol¬ 
ogy improves and new mis¬ 
sions build on the lessons 
of previous ones. 

NASA, itself, has seen 
a string of recent suc¬ 
cesses, from the Spirit 
and Opportunity rovers in 
2003, to the Mars Recon¬ 
naissance Orbiter in 2007, 
to the famous Curiosity 
rover that landed in 2012 
and has been sending back 
high-definition imagery 
ever since. 

NASA’s next major mis¬ 
sion, named InSight, is set 
to launch in March 2016 
with the goal of landing 
a robotic drill on the Red 
Planet that will probe five 
metres into Martian soil. 

Working on the robot 
is Catherine Johnson, a 
professor of planetaiy geo¬ 
physics at the University of 
British Columbia, who said 
the tricky task of safely 
placing a delicate lander on 


the surface of Mars is be¬ 
coming easier in one sense, 
but harder in another. 

“One of the things that 
is becoming more and 
more challenging — in 
a good way — is that we 
have more and more infor¬ 
mation about the surface 
of Mars now, at higher and 
higher resolution,” she 
said. 

“So our criteria for what 
is a safe landing site gets 
stricter and stricter.” 

But even with a per¬ 
fectly calculated trajectory 
and an ideal location to 
land, Johnson said there’s 
one curveball Mars can 
still throw at you — the 
weather. 

“A planet with an 
atmosphere, even if it’s 
only a thin atmosphere 
like on Mars, that atmos¬ 
phere can be quite vari¬ 
able,” she said. “You never 
know exactly what’s going 
to be happening the day 
you land.”

Hundreds of 
millions of 
kilometres on 
a slingshot- 
trip around 
the sun 

The trip to Mars is a long 
one. 

Next to Venus, the Red 
Planet is the second closest 
to Earth, but the direct 
distance from here to there 
is still measured in the tens 
of millions — sometimes 
hundreds of millions — of 
kilometres. 

That’s because, as Earth 
and Mars each make their 
way around the sun, the 
distance between the two 
terrestrial planets varies 
widely. 

At its closest, Mars can be 
about 55 million kilometres 
away. At its furthest, it’s 
more than 400 million 
kilometres away. Earth has 
the inside track around the 
sun, orbiting eveiy 365 days, 
while the Mars year is longer 
— roughly 687 days. 

The difference between 
their orbital periods means 
that Earth “laps” Mars about 


once eveiy 26 months. 

These moments present 
an ideal launch window for 
spacecraft, although even 
then the journey is not a 
direct A-to-B path. 

A typical trip to Mars 
follows what’s called a 
“Hohmann transfer orbit,” 
in which a spacecraft leaves 
Earth on one side of the sun, 
slingshots around the sun, 
and meets up with Mars on 
the far side of the sun from 
where it began. The entire 
journey spans hundreds of 
millions of kilometres and 
takes about seven months. 


This is the route that Mars 
One plans to use. 

According to its ambitious 
schedule, the non-profit foun¬ 
dation aims to launch un¬ 
manned spacecraft carrying 
equipment and robots to the 
Red Planet in 2018, 2020, and 
2022, and then send the first 
crew of human settlers — on 
a one-way trip — in 2024.

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Italian court. Judge says 
Knox delivered ‘mortal 
blow’ in 2007 murder 


Tornadoes ravage 
the Deep South 



The Italian appeals court that 
reinstated the conviction 
against Amanda Knox in her 
British roommate’s 2007 mur¬ 
der said in a lengthy reasoning 
made public Tuesday that Knox 
herself delivered the fatal blow 
out of a desire to “overpower 
and humiliate” the victim. 

Presiding Judge Alessan¬ 
dro Nencini concluded in a 
337-page document that the 
evidence “inevitably leads to 
the upholding of the crim¬ 
inal responsibility” against 
Knox and her former Italian 
boyfriend Raffaele Sollecito 
for the murder of 21-year-old 
Meredith Kercher in a hillside 
villa occupied by students 
in the university town of 
Perugia. 

The judge said the nature 
of Kercher’s wounds, which 
he said were inflicted by two 
knives, and the absence of de¬ 
fensive wounds indicated mul¬ 
tiple aggressors were to blame, 
also including Rudy Hermann 
Guede, an Ivorian man con¬ 
victed separately and serving a 
16-year sentence. 

Nencini presided over the 
Florence-based panel that re¬ 
instated the first trial guilty 
verdicts against Knox and 
Sollecito in Januaiy, handing 
Knox a 28.5-year sentence in¬ 
cluding the additional convic¬ 
tion on a slander charge for 
wrongly accusing a Congolese 
bar owner. Sollecito faces 25 
years. 

The release of the court’s 
reasoning opens the verdict to 
an appeal back to the supreme 
Court of Cassation. 


The University of Wash¬ 
ington student has been in 
the United States since 2011, 
when her earlier conviction 
was overturned. Knox, 26, has 
vowed to fight the reinstated 
conviction, saying she would 
“never go willingly” to Italy to 
face her judicial fate. 

Kercher was found dead in 
a pool of blood in the apart¬ 
ment she and Knox shared in 
the town of Perugia, on Nov. 
2, 2007. Her throat had been 
slashed and she had been 
sexually assaulted. Knox and 
Sollecito were arrested four 
days later and served four years 
in prison before an appeals 
court acquitted them in 2011. 

Italy’s high court later threw 
out that acquittal in a scathing 
decision and ordered a new 
trial, resulting in January’s 
conviction. The courts have 
cast wildly different versions of 
events.

Knox 
“delivered the only mortal 
blow,” with a kitchen 
knife, the judge wrote. 


Southern U.S. The 

storm system is the 
latest onslaught of 
severe weather after 
a tornado devastated 
Little Rock, Ark., Sunday 


A dangerous storm system 
that spawned a chain of 
deadly tornadoes over three 
days flattened homes and 
businesses, forced frightened 
residents in more than half a 
dozen states to take cover and 
left tens of thousands in the 
dark Tuesday. 

As the storm hopscotched 
across a large swath of the 
U.S., the overall death toll was 
more than 30, killed Monday 
and Sunday in a band stretch¬ 
ing from Oklahoma to Ala¬ 
bama. 

Some awoke Tuesday to 
find their loved ones missing 
and their homes pulverized. 
In Louisville, firefighters 
picked through the remains 
of mobile homes, and 20 of 
them linked hands to wade 
through debris. Rescue work¬ 
ers stepped over downed 
power lines and broken trees. 

With water and roof dam¬ 
age, the small local hospital’s 
emergency room was evacu¬ 
ated Monday. 

“We thought we were go¬ 
ing to be OK, then a guy came 


in and said, ‘It’s here right 
now,”’ said Dr. Michael Henry, 
head of the ER. “Then boom! It 
blew through.” 

Just east of the hospital, 
a woman died at the daycare 
centre she’d run for seven 
years, according to the county 
coroner. One seriously injured 


child was evacuated from the 
centre, said state Rep. Michael 
Evans, who is acting as a li¬ 
aison for the county. 

“You see this in movies,” 
said Abby Tucker, 27. “You 
don’t see it in your own back¬ 
yard.” 

The storm system is the 


latest onslaught of severe 
weather a day after a tornado 
carved an 120-kilometre path 
of destruction through Little 
Rock, Ark., killing at least 15. 
Severe storms also killed one 
person each in Oklahoma and 
Iowa on Sunday.

Issuing about the strongest 
rebuke that he could, NBA 
Commissioner Adam Silver 
banned Los Angeles Clippers 
owner Donald Sterling for 
life Tuesday for making racist 
comments in a recorded 
conversation, the first step 
toward forcing a sale of the 
club and permanently remov¬ 
ing Sterling from the league. 

Silver also fined Sterling 
$2.5 million US. 

Sterling, the league’s long¬ 
est-tenured owner and some¬ 
one with an estimated net 
worth of about $2 billion US, 
did not offer any immediate 
comment. 

Silver said a league inves-

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Feds constantly ask 
telecoms for private info 


Report. The privacy 
commissioner’s office 
reveals government 
asks for information 
1.2M times every year 


The federal government asks 
Canadian telecom companies 
for private customer informa¬ 
tion about 1.2 million times 
each year, documents released 
Tuesday by the federal privacy 
commissioner’s office show. 

It is unclear how many 
of those requests are made 
without a warrant. But figures 
provided to the office in late 
2011 show wireless telecom 
companies complied with the 
government’s requests for 
customer data at least 784,756 
times. 

However, the actual total is 
likely even greater, since only 
three of nine telecom compan¬ 
ies told the commissioner’s 
office how many times they 
granted the government’s re¬ 
quests for customer data. The 



numbers came to light Tues¬ 
day as Canada’s acting privacy 
commissioner revealed that 
telecom companies have re¬ 
fused to disclose how often 
they release confidential 
customer information to the 
federal government without a 
warrant. 

Chantal Bernier, the in¬ 
terim privacy commissioner, 
said her office has repeatedly 


asked telecom companies 
to disclose statistics and the 
scope of warrantless disclo¬ 
sure of data, but to no avail. 

“I’m not disputing that 
there are times when there is 
no time to get a warrant — life 
is in danger,” Bernier said. 

“What we would like is for 
those warrantless disclosures 
to simply be represented in 
statistics so that Canadians 
have an idea of the scope of 
the phenomenon.” 

Bernier said the companies 
have only provided her office 
with aggregate data, which 
shows how many times the 
telecom industiy as a whole 
gives the government cus¬ 
tomer information without a 
warrant. 

In 2011, the privacy com¬ 
missioner’s office asked 12 
telecom companies for infor¬ 
mation about their customer- 
disclosure data. The Canadian 
Wireless Telecommunications 
Association, which represents 
the industiy, replied with ag¬ 
gregate data from nine of the 
12 companies.

Rude staff boosts sales 


If luxury brands want to sell 
more, they should hire rude 
sales staff. 

That’s the finding of 
a new University of B.C. 
study that reveals consum¬ 
ers who get the brush-off at 
high-end retailers are more 
willing to fork over the big 
bucks. 

“In some ways, you can 
see it as like the Pretty 
Woman effect,” said Sauder 
School of Business market¬ 
ing professor Darren Dahl, 
referring to the famous 
shopping scene in the 1990 


Hollywood rom-com star¬ 
ring Julia Roberts. “In that 
moment, you want that lux¬ 
ury. You want to be part of 
that group.” 

For the study, partici¬ 
pants imagined or had two 
interactions with sales staff, 
one that was rude and one 
that wasn’t. The partici¬ 
pants then rated their feel¬ 
ings about the store brands 
and their desire to buy the 
product. 

Those who aspired to be 
associated with the high- 
end brands were more like¬ 


ly to buy after being treated 
poorly by the sales staff, the 
study found. 

The effect only held true 
for customers who aspired 
to be associated with the 
luxury brand. It also only 
worked if the salesperson 
appeared to be an authentic 
representative of the brand. 

“This isn’t everybody,” 
said Dahl. “Our study 
shows you’ve got to be 
the right kind of snob in 
the right kind of store 
for the effect to work.” 
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TSA's PreCheck comes here 


The U.S. Transportation Se¬ 
curity Administration is ex¬ 
panding its PreCheck exped¬ 
ited screening program to 
passengers on international 
airlines. 

Air Canada on Tuesday be¬ 
came the first international 
carrier to participate, with 
TSA officials saying other 
foreign airlines would soon 
sign on. Airlines need to 
first update their computer 
systems to embed extra in¬ 
formation in their board¬ 
ing pass barcodes as well as 
printing a PreCheck logo. 


Launch 


2011 

The program was launched in October 
2011 at four airports. 

Passengers in PreCheck 
lanes get to leave on their 
shoes, belt, and light jack¬ 
ets, keep liquids and lap¬ 
tops in their bags and use 
a standard metal detector, 
not the full-body scanners. 
Security agents can process 
twice as many passengers in 


PreCheck lanes in the same 
time as in a normal lane. 
That allows the agency to 
dedicate more staff to other 
passengers — those who 
theoretically pose the high¬ 
er risk. 

The program was 
launched in October 2011 
at four airports. Today, 
there are PreCheck lanes 
at 118 of the roughly 450 
U.S. commercial airports. 
About five million of the 14 
million passengers who fly 
each week receive expedited

A praying mantis has been 
outfitted with the world’s 
smallest pair of 3D glasses as 
part of an experiment to un¬ 
derstand the insect’s vision. 
Scientists from Newcastle 
University used beeswax 


to affix the fivemillimetre¬ 
wide shades on the bug’s 
head. 

Here’s what researcher 
Vivek Nityanada had to say 
about the experiment: 

What inspired you to put 
3 D glasses on a bug? 

We wanted to find out how 
three-dimensional vision has 
evolved. Like humans, pray¬ 
ing mantises have 3D vision, 
or stereopsis. They are the 
only insects with such sight. 

How did your mantis take 
to its new eyewear? 

It tried to take them off 
at first, but eventually got 
pretty comfortable with 


them and went about its 
usual mantis business. 

Do the glasses work? 

So far, our results have been 
mixed. It’s promising but we 
haven’t nailed it down yet. 

Maybe the insect will 
prefer the glasses, as a 
super-enhancement to its 
vision. (Laughs) It doesn’t 
really change its eyesight for 
the better; we’re just fooling 
it into misjudging depth. 

But the glasses do make 
them seem more sophisti¬ 
cated, and they definitely 
look weirder than they 
already are.

The Spider-Man movies 
don’t skimp on the stuff that 
puts the “super” into super¬ 
hero movies. There’s web- 
slinging shenanigans and 
wild bad guys galore, but 
The Amazing Spider-Man 2 
director Marc Webb calls the 
relationship between Spidey 
and girlfriend Gwen Stacy, 
“the engine of the movie.” 

The chemistry the real- 
life couple brings to the 
screen is undeniable, but it 
almost didn’t get a chance to 
blossom. Before Stone land¬ 
ed the role of the brainiac 
love interest, Mia Wasilcow- 
slca, Imogen Poots, Emma 
Roberts and even Lindsay Lo- 
han were considered. 

Stone won some of the 
best reviews of her career 
playing Gwen in The Amaz¬ 
ing Spider-Man — Peter Tra¬ 
vers said she, “just jumps to 
life on screen” — in a role 
that gave her the biggest hit 
of her career to date. 

Smaller roles in Super- 
bad and Zombieland hinted 
at her ability to be funny 
and hold the screen, but in 
2010’s Easy A she turned a 
corner into full-on Lucille 
Ball mode, mixing pratfalls 
with wit while pulling faces 
and cracking jokes. Smart 


and funny, she’s the film’s 
centrepiece. 

The movie begins with 
the voice over, “The rumours 
of my promiscuity have been 
greatly exaggerated.” It’s 
the voice of Olive (Stone), a 
clean-cut high school senior 
who tells a little white lie 
about losing her virginity. 
As soon as the gossip mill 
gets a hold of the info, how¬ 
ever, her life takes a paral¬ 
lel course to the heroine of 
the book she is studying in 


English class — The Scarlet 
Letter. 

Stone is laugh-out-loud 
funny in Easy A, but her 
breakout film was a serious 
drama. 

In The Help, she plays 
Jackson, Miss, native “Slceet- 
er” Phelan who comes home 
from four years at school to 
discover the woman who 
raised her, a maid named 
Constantine (Cicely Tyson), 
is no longer employed by her 
family. Her mother says she 


quit, but Slceeter has doubts. 
With the help of a courage¬ 
ous group of housekeepers 
she tells the real story of the 
life of the maids, writing a 
book called The Help. 

The Flick Filosopher 
called her performance, 
“on fire with indignation 
and rage,” and she moved 
from The Help to a variety 
of roles, including playing 
a femme fatale in Gangster 
Squad opposite Ryan Gosling 
and Josh Brolin, and lending 


her trademark raspy voice to 
cave girl Eep in the animated 
hit The Croods. 

The 25-year-old actress is 
living her childhood dream 
of being an actress but says 
if performing hadn’t worked 
out, she would have been a 
journalist, “because (inves¬ 
tigating people’s lives is) 
pretty much what an actor 
does. And imagine getting 
to interview people like 
me,” she laughs. ‘Tt can’t get 
much better than that.”

Ian Somerhalder has been 
playing vampire Damon 
Salvatore on the CW’s The 
Vampire Diaries for five 
years, but he has a new 
idea for what his character 
should do next: Save the en¬ 
vironment. 

“I’ve already been here 
for 200 years, and I’m going 
to be here for another mil¬ 
lennium — I might as well 
try and preserve this place. 
Things are just going to get 
worse,” says Somerhalder of 
what his character should 
be thinking. 

It’s a cause close to the 
actor’s heart. He recently 
appeared in Years of Living 
Dangerously, Showtime’s 
documentary series focus¬ 
ing on individual attempts 
to halt climate change, with 
each episode following a ce¬ 
lebrity as he or she learns 
about those efforts. Harri¬ 
son Ford kicked off the ser¬ 
ies, and Somerhalder’s epi¬ 
sode saw the actor travelling 
with Anna Jane Joyner in 
North Carolina to convince 
her father, a climate change 
denier, of the importance of 
taking action. 


Bedtime with a vampire 


Somerhalder had some fun 
with the initial design for 
Damon’s bedroom, since 
the character is a bit of a 
womanizer. “We were talk¬ 
ing about filming Damon's 
room and I said, ‘Oh, wow, 
you know what, his bed and 
his shower, they need to 
be able to fit at least eight 
sorority girls — and it does." 
The designers took Somer- 
halder's advice to heart. “It's 
two king beds together. It's 
huge," says the actor. 


It’s no small task. Her 
father is Rick Joyner, founder 
of the massive MorningStar 
Ministries, and could reach 
quite a large audience if he 
started advocating for action 
on climate change. The ac¬ 
tor said he was thrilled to be 
part of the documentary ser¬ 
ies, which James Cameron 
spearheaded. 

“My heart jumped out 
of my chest because it was 
just incredible. Looking at 
the cast of characters, it’s 
not even a cast. It’s a move¬ 
ment,” says Somerhalder. 

Other participants in¬ 
clude Matt Damon, chef 
Mark Bittman and Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. 

But that doesn’t mean 
the actor has left his day 
job. Though he’s not totally 


a fan of the nicer side of 
Damon viewers have been 
getting since the character 
found love with Elena Gil¬ 
bert, he understands the 
creative decision: “Being on 
a TV show is very much like 
life. You get thrown curve- 
balls all the time and it’s 
how you deal with them, 
and it makes you a bigger 
and better person.”

Even for golfers determined 
to spend every possible mo¬ 
ment swinging the sticks, 
the Outer Banks of North 
Carolina offer other attrac¬ 
tions too essential to ignore. 

Foremost among them is 
the Wright Brothers Nation¬ 
al Memorial, set on the now 
hallowed ground near the 
beach town of Kitty Hawk 
where Wilbur and Orville 
Wright launched the first 
powered air flight in 1903. 

A stone pillar marks the 
precise spot of that epochal 
liftoff, and the site’s prize 
attraction is a full-scale 
replica of the Wright Flyer, 
their first primitive aircraft. 

The Wright brothers 
are credited with making 
famous this sun-drenched 
320-lcilometre long chain of 
barrier islands, just off the 
coast of North Carolina and 
a small stretch of Virginia. 

Today, the coastline’s 
white sand beaches, light¬ 
houses, oyster houses, 
quaint shingle-sided inns 
and outstanding golf cours¬ 
es are year-round attrac¬ 
tions — although peak sea¬ 
son runs from May through 
September. 

Capricious winds off the 
turbulent waters offshore, 
known as the Graveyard 
of the Atlantic, frequently 
bedevil golfers at the popu¬ 
lar oceanfront courses of 
OBX, as tourism market¬ 
ers have branded the Outer 
Banks. 

Most cruelly exposed to 
the elements is Nags Head 
Golf Links, a Scottish-style 
design where several holes 
play alongside Roanoke 
Sound. Golf Digest called 
architect Bob Moore’s lay¬ 
out “the longest 6,126 yards 
you’ll ever play.”

is Currituck Club, a dramat¬ 
ic Rees Jones design that 
sweeps across 600 acres 
of dunes, wetlands, mari¬ 
time forests and sound sea¬ 
scapes. 

High seas swept ashore 
another of the coast’s 
unique attractions. Wild 
horses, descendants of 
Spanish mustangs that sur¬ 


vived 16th-century ship¬ 
wrecks, freely roam the 
dunes of Swan Beach, North 
Swan Beach and Carova 
Beach. Jeep tours offered 
from the nearby town of 
Corolla provide a close-up 
look at the tenacious sur¬ 
vivors of a herd that once 
ranged throughout the bar¬ 
rier islands. 


Where to stay 


Many visitors rent beach 
houses through local 
agents. Popular inns include 
Nags Head Inn and Hilton 
Garden Inn in Kitty Hawk. 
But gorgeously remodelled 
Sanderling Resort, a 
beachhouse-style property 
just outside the town of 
Duck, is especially memor¬ 
able. Three pools and a 
wraparound deck overlook 
an uninterrupted strand of 
prime Atlantic beachfront. 


Nags Head, Kill Devil 
Hills, Waves, Duck and 
other quaintly named and 
picturesque beachfront 
towns dot a still largely un¬ 
pretentious and laid-back 
strand where many houses 
are built on stilts for pro¬ 
tection against the surging 
tides that accompany the 
autumn hurricanes. 

Visitors will need a 
car to travel between golf 
courses and see the sights. 


It’s a long trek to the Outer 
Banks from even the clos¬ 
est major airports: Nor¬ 
folk International Airport 
is about 145 kilometres 
from centrally located Nags 
Head; and Raleigh Durham 
International Airport about 
338 kilometres. 

Another must-play 

course is Kilmarlic Golf 
Club, a Tom Steele main¬ 
land design carved through 
600 acres of maritime for¬ 
est and wetlands. Kilmarlic 
hosted the North Carolina 
Open in 2004 and 2009. 

A more player-friendly 
option is The Pointe Golf 
Club, a traditional Russell 
Breeden-designed layout in 
rural countryside on the 
mainland. 

Far more demanding is 
The Pointe’s sister course 
— the Carolina Club, a 
brawny 7,000-yard brute 
where the shifting ocean 
breezes present a constant 
challenge. The signature 
hole here is a 166-yard par 
three with a TPC Sawgrass- 
inspired island green.

Strike out on a springtime trip to Boston 


From Fenway to Fort 
Point.

In the late ’90s, I spent 
three summers in and out 
of Boston working as a tour 
guide. This past weekend, 
I went back to see what’s 
changed in one of America’s 
most historic cities. 

After almost 20 years, the 
Big Dig is over and the snarl¬ 
ing traffic is gone. This mas¬ 
sive construction project of 
underground roadways be¬ 
neath the city included the 
dismantling of an elevated 
highway that cut through 
the downtown. In its place 
urban parks have sprung up 
as part of the extensive Rose 
Kennedy Greenway, which 
has blazed a two-kilometre 
swath of green through the 
city core. 

The project has united 
pedestrians and drawn them 
to the newly developed 
waterfront area with food 
trucks, a carousel and more 
attractions. 

Iconic Fenway Park, 
home to the city’s beloved 
Red Sox baseball team, used 
to be on the edge of the 
tourist trail. 

The charming Common¬ 
wealth Hotel changed that 
by coming into the area 10 
years ago and attracting 
tourists into neighbouring 
Kenmore Square. 

The revitalization of the 
square with hip restaurants 
and bars like Eastern Stan¬ 
dard have made a pre- or 
post-game meal an experi¬ 
ence, and according to my

• 3 tbsp (45 ml) butter

To make ahead: Cook up 
the spinach and then let it 
cool and refrigerate for up 


to 1 day. Simply warm it up 
in a skillet or microwave 
the next day.

lic and ginger, stirring for 
about 2 minutes or until 
softened. 


2 . Add the baby spinach 
and hot pepper sauce and 
cook, stirring for about 5 
minutes or until spinach is 
wilted. 



Fresh approach to baked haddock 


If you’re contemplating a fresh 
approach to breaded and baked 
haddock, turn to the mando¬ 
line to render a potato fit for 
pairing with the fish. 


Ingredients 


• 1 tbsp canola or vegetable oil 

• 2 medium Yukon gold 
potatoes 

• l tbsp Dijon mustard 

• l tbsp mayonnaise 

• Salt and ground black pepper 

• Dried thyme 

• l 1/4 lbs haddock fillets 
(about 2 large fillets) 


In any other form, pota¬ 
toes would be too robust for a 
delicate baked fish. But shaved 
paper thin, then wrapped 
around the fish, the potato 
slices become a deliciously 
crisp edible wrapper. 

Just one caution — there is a 
reason mandolines come with 
a hand guard for holding the 
vegetables while slicing. They 
are extremely sharp and it’s 
easy to cut yourself. 

1. Heat oven to 400 F. Add oil 
to large cast-iron skillet, then 
place skillet in oven to heat. 

2 . Meanwhile, use mandoline 


fitted with the thinnest slicing 
blade to slice the potatoes into 
veiy thin rounds. The potato 
rounds should be as close to 
paper thin as possible. Set aside. 

3 . In a small bowl mix mustard 
and mayonnaise. Set aside. 

4 . Remove skillet from oven 
and carefully cover bottom of 
it with single layer of potato 
slices, overlapping edges slight¬ 
ly. Season the potatoes with a 
bit of salt, pepper and thyme. 

5 . Use paper towels to pat diy 
the haddock fillets, then brush 
the mustard-mayo mixture 


over both sides of the fish. Place 
the haddock over the potatoes 
in the skillet, then arrange a 
second layer of potato slices 
over the fish, covering it en¬ 
tirely. Season the potatoes with 
salt, pepper and thyme, then 
mist them with cooking spray. 

6 . Return the skillet to the 
oven and bake for 14 minutes. 
Increase the oven to broil and 
cook for another 2 to 3 min¬ 
utes, or until the potatoes are 
nicely browned. Divide the 
haddock into 4 pieces, being 
careful to leave the potatoes in 
place as you serve the fish.

It’s a huge step for a fran¬ 
chise that hadn’t been to the 
post-season since 2008. 

The Wizards turned a half¬ 
time tie into a nine-point lead 
heading into the fourth quarter. 

Chicago’s comeback chan¬ 
ces took a big hit early in the 
fourth when Taj Gibson crum¬ 
bled to the court clutching his 
left ankle after he tried to block 
a layup by Wall with the Wiz¬ 
ards up by six points. He had to 
be helped off the court and did 
not return. 

The Bulls cut it to 70-67 
on a jumper by Carlos Boozer 
with 3:32 left. Wall then poked 
the ball away from Boozer and 
nailed a jumper at the shot- 
clock buzzer. Chicago hit two 
free throws with 2:18 remain¬ 
ing to cut it back down to three, 
but the Wizards grabbed three 
offensive rebounds while whit¬ 
tling more than a minute off 


the clock before Beal threw the 
ball away with a minute left in 
the game. 

Boozer missed on a drive, 
but the Bulls had another 
chance after a shot-clock viola¬ 
tion by Washington with 22.4 
seconds left. Chicago’s Jimmy 
Butler missed a layup off the 
inbounds, and the Wizards 
caught a break after Andre Mil¬ 


ler missed two free throws. 

Beal tracked down the loose 
ball and hit the first free throw 
to make it 73-69 with 14.6 
seconds left before missing the 
second. But again, the Wizards 
got the rebound. This time it 
was Nene, and that led to two 
free throws by Wall with 7.8 
seconds remaining.

“The penalty box of life.” 

Jeff Conrad, Honda’s sen¬ 
ior vice president and general 
manager, uses that phrase in 
reference to the Fit’s small- 
car competitors. And when 
comparing the latest edition 
of Honda’s mighty little hatch¬ 
back to the rest of the field, he 
may well have a point. 

Since the car’s 2007 arrival, 


critics have lauded its fun-to- 
drive qualities and impressive 
canying capacity. And with 
few exceptions, the newest and 
smallest of Hondas that are 
now arriving from their plant 
in Mexico should receive simi¬ 
lar accolades. 

The Fit sticks to a proven 
formula: Keep the size and 
weight in check; keep the 
body lean and spacious; and 
keep drivers and passengers 
thinking they’re ensconced in 
a vehicle that’s larger than it 
actually is. 

Despite being physically 
and dimensionally similar (a 
tiny bit wider and longer in 
distance between the front 
and rear wheels, but slightly 
shorter, overall), the Fit actual¬ 
ly looks bigger, which is partly 


a function of more promin¬ 
ent bodyside creases and fen¬ 
ders that bulge out around 
the wheel openings. Also, the 
wraparound headlight pods 
integrate with the grille and 
no longer extend alongside the 


hood. Getting the Fit under¬ 
way is now the job of a new 
1.5-litre four-cylinder engine 
that delivers 130 horsepower 
and 114 pound-feet of torque, 
compared to 117 horses and 
106 pound-feet of torque for 


the previous 1.5. 

Directing power to the front 
wheels is handled by a new six- 
speed manual transmission, or 
equally new continuously vari¬ 
able unit (CVT) option. Honda 
offers an automatic sport 
mode with paddle shifters, but 
ultimately it’s no substitute for 
a multi-speed automatic, even 
if the latter tends to be slightly 
less fuel-efficient. Fortunately 
the standard six-cog manual 
gearbox is there to save the day. 

Despite the more powerful 
engine, the Fit’s fuel consump¬ 
tion is an impressive 7.0 1/100 
km in the city and 5.7 on the 
highway, compared to 7.1/5.4 
with the previous five-speed 
automatic transmission. The 
less fuel-efficient six-speed 
manual is rated at 8.1/6.4.
